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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of Group III (claims 1 1-13) in the reply filed on 09/06/2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

This application contains claims 1-10 drawn to an invention nonelected in Paper No. 
09062005. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected 
claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. For example "Apparatus For 
Making Folded Roll Product". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hermach 
(3,942,782). 

Hermach discloses an apparatus for interfolding at least two sheets of material for 
forming a web of interfolded sheets of material, the apparatus comprising: a) at least two 
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dispensers containing at least two rolls of sheet material respectively (Fig. 2; via it is inherent 
webs A, B, and C are fed from roller) wherein the sheets of material include at least one 
longitudinally extending fold line and at least one fold respectively (Fig. 2; via former folder for 
longitudinal folds 26A, 26B, and 26C); and b) an interfolder through which the sheet material 
from each of the rolls is fed and for interfolding the respective sheets of material together for 
forming the web of the interfolded sheets of material (Fig. 2; via transverse folding rollers 36 and 
38). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hermach (3,942,782). 

Hermach discloses that wherein the sheets of material respectively include a plurality of 
longitudinally extending fold lines (via 26A-26C) and a plurality of folds together defining 
folded sheets of material (Fig. 5). Hermach does not disclose a double fold "c" shaped fold. 
However, the examiner takes an official notice that such double fold "c" shaped fold type is old, 
well known, and available in the art. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have modified Hermach' s folding apparatus, by folding means to fold 
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the sheet to the double fold "c" type, as a matter of engineering design choice, in order to use as 
a label fold type to insert labels into the newspaper. 

Regarding claim 13: Hermach does not disclose perforation lines. However, the 
examiner takes an official notice that such perforation lines on continuous web is old, well 
known, and available in the art. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have modified Hermach' s apparatus by introducing perforation 
means, as a matter of engineering design choice, in order to perforate the continuous web for 
easily separating any inner portion such as labels from the rest of the newspaper.
